Winter Pigs: 

Damp conditions are the great- 
est hazard in raising winter pigs. 
Proper ventilation and a bit of 
extra bedding are two of the 
main things in keeping pigs. dry 
and healthy. Treating pigs with 
iron is more important.in the 
winter than in summer. Also 
supplying proper vitamins either 
with good alfalfa or with feed- 
ing oil is important, both to 
young pigs, and brood sows. For 
the sows a mineral mixture of 
salt, bonemeal and ground: lime- 
stone in equal parts should be 
available to them at all times. 
Proper use of heat lamps at. far- 
rowing time and just. after will 
help to kéep the survival rate 
high. . 

Livestock Feeding: 

_ There will be more straw and 
poor quality hay fed this winter 
than there usually is. This means 
that Vitamin A will be short. 
The breeding herd should be. giv- 
en a Vitamin supplement if the 
calf and lamb crop is to be strong 
and healthy. . It may also be 
necessary to feed a bit of grain, 
to ‘help out the poor’ quality 
roughage. in maintaining the 
strength and. flesh on cows and 
ewes.

Grasshoppers will be a major 
problem in 1959 over a wide area 


of southern Saskatchewan, accord-|. 


ing to R. E. McKenzie, director of 
the provincial Plant Industry 
Branch. 

Mr. McKenzie. said the initial 
forecast prepared by the Canada 
Department of Agriculture ento- 
mologists indicates a sharp in- 
crease over 1958 in the area which 
can expect grasshopper ‘attacks 
next year. The forecast is based 
on surveys of adult grasshoppers. 
Further surveys on egg-laying are 
being made and upon this a final 
forecast map will be issued. 


The expected outbreak area in|. 


1959 covers 137 of Saskatchewan's 
300 rural municipalities compared 
with 116 in the 1958 forecast. In 
addition, outbreaks are generally 
expected to be more severe than 
in 1958. Severe infestations are 
expected in 110 townships com- 
pared to 50 in 1958. Eighteen 
townships are predicted to have 
very severe attacks. No townships 
suffered very severe infestations 
in 1958. 


During the past season Saskat- 
chewan farmers sprayed about 
1,500,000 acres for grasshopper 
control. Because of a good cam- 
paign and effectiveness of the new 
chemical dieldrin, crop losses wére 
very small. 


Te chemical is prepared by the 
provincial agriculture department 
and supplied to municipalities at 
cost. Per. acre costs were around 
17 cents in 1958. 


An interesting feature of the 
preliminary forecast, Mr. McKen- 
zie says, is the fact that in a num- 
ber of districts such as Coronach, 
Mortlach and Ponteix where ex- 
cellent control programs were con- 
ducted, a reduction in the infesta- 
tion is possible next year. 

Mr. McKenzie says this indi- 
cates that well-arranged cam- 
paigns can not only be effective 
in eliminating current crop losses, 
but may result in fewer grasshop- 
pers the following season.

Remember that- the. basic pur- 
pose of a ladder—to elevate the 
worker—exposes him to the dan- 
ger of falling. Here, at the outset, 
it is well to keep.in mind that 
ladders are in no way exempt 
from the pliysical laws of gravity, 
equilibrium and stress.- To keep 
you within these taws—and out of 
hospital—here are some ladder~ 
safety pointers based on advice 
from the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Board. 


Avoid use where possible 


The first rule in preventing Jad- 
der accidents is to eliminate their 


use whenever possible. This advicé|”

substitution of flimsy crates plac-).

material. Stairs or ramps should 
be installed where frequent access 
to any location is needed. If there 
is insufficient room for their use 
fixed ladders ‘should be employed. 
A ladder is not suitable equip- 
ment where work is to be carried 
on over extensive periods of time 
or where strenuous efforts are re- 
quired, or where the work ‘to be 
done involves a large are&. Swing 
stages, portable stagings, and 
even bosuns’ chairs are safer in 
such . cases. 
Factors involved in the safe 
use of portable ladders 


(a) Correct design 


| (b) Placing in a secure position 


(c) Proper method of ascending 
and descending 
(d) Safe behavior on the ladder 

It is usually safer: and more eco- 
nomical 
make one. Material must be of se- 
lected stock in order to ensure 
adequate strength with minimum 
weight. The ladder should be long 
enough to extend beyond the loca- 
tion to which the ladder provides 
access. 

The ladder must ‘be’ secured in 
place by lashing at the top, by the 
use of appropriate non-skid feet, 
by being held by another person, 
or by the use of sandbags or simi- 
lar objects placed against the bot- 
tom of the side rails. Care should 
be exercised in the plac:ng of a 
ladder so that there will be no 
interference from such things as 
doors being opened, or movement 


icles. ad ders should not be plac- 
ed near floor openings or on steep 
inclines, Consideration should be 
given to the fact that the ladder 
gives access to areas where there 
may be hazards, the guarding of 
which ire upon isolation or 
elevation. ‘These may include elec- 
trical equipment, crane runways, 
power transmission equipment, 
fans and other dangerous machin- 
ery. 

Proper method of 

ascending or descending 

- In ascending or descending a 
ladder both hands should be free 
to grip the side rails firmly. Hand 
lines should be used. to raise. or 
lower tools or materials. Gloves, 
particularly when. poor fitting or 
of heavy material do not allow 
sufficient hand grip. Ladders 
should not be climbed with shoes 
hat are made Slippery by water, 
oil, or grease, 

Safe behavior on the ladder 

Overbalancing is the most fre- 
quent cause of falls while working 
on ladders and usually results 
from attempting to reach too far 
from the ladder, or from exerting 
undue effort in pushing or pulling 
materials or tovls. Sometimes a 
wrench slipping or the use of an 
insecuré support ‘as a brace’ for 
extra effort will cause loss of. bal- 
ance. Having one foot on the lad- 
der and the other on some fixed 
support is a common practice that 
is not recommended. 

A ladder is designed to support 
a load of 200 pounds applied at 
the centre of the ladder. A man 
carrying or attempting to move 
heavy weights will overload the 
ladder and cause it to break, A 
ladder that is made of metal or 
other. low . resistant material 
should never be used in proximity 
to. electrical apparatus. 

The most effective method of 
curtailing ladder accidents is to 
inform users of this equipment of 
the dangers involved and then to 
insist on strict observance of safe 
practices which would include: , 


(1), Selecting the proper ladder for 


the job. 

(2) Inspecting for defects, 

(3) Placing the ladder in a sate 
place and securing it in posi- 
tion, 

(4) Having a solid foothold and 
firm hand grip while climbing. 

(5) Inspecting the area into which 
the ladder projects for dny-

EDMONTON— Political, part- 
ies are continuing to lay the 
groundwork for the next pro- 
vincial election, which will pro- 
bably be held sometime next 
summer. 

Social Credit became the first 
party to name a standard-bearer 
in the new northern riding of 
Dunvegan. The candidate is Jo- 
seph M. Scruggs, Worsley dist- 
rict farmer. 

Dunvegan riding covers an 
area that used to be part of 
Peace River riding. Peace River 
was cut in half after years of 
pleading by Social Credit Mem- 
ber W. F. Gilliland that he had 
too. much territory to cover. 

Meanwhile, Liberals have 
named their first candidate. He 
is John Mills, who will run for 
re-election in the Lac Ste. Anne 


"constituency. Mr. Mills has held 


the seat since the 1955 election. 

More Liberal nominating con- 
ventions will come after the 
party holds its leadership con- 
vention here in the capital city 
Oct. 31 and Nov. 1.

LOOK FOR increased govern- 
ment spending on scholarships, 
bursaries and_ students’ allow- 
ances in the coming years.

A single parcel in the de- 
gion brought $1,350,000 from a 
team of five oil companies. An- 
other company paid $4,552,508 
for four parcels containing 1,280 
acres, 

The oil and gas rights sale 
brought the government a total 
of $10,150,418, to make it the 
biggest sale in the past year. It 
pushed to past $750,000,000 the 
amount the government has re- 
ceived from oil and gas rights 
since 1947.

GOOD WEATHER this season 
has meant good progress on the 
province’s $50,000,000 main high- 
way construction program. 

Latest reports say contractors 
have finished 210 miles of grad- 
ing, 244 miles of stabilized grav- 
el base course work and 240 mil- 
es of Surfacing.

Chief Walking Eagle, a mem- 
ber of the Stoney Indian tribe in 
Alberta, says it’s going to be a 
long hard winter.

The Indians 
say such.bird suicide results from 
premonitions of a hard winter. 
There are other signs too. Fish 
in the swift North Saskatchew- 
an are almost all gone, but small 
creeks and lakes are full. Indians 
say the Great Spirit has moved 
the fish to waters where the 
Indians can catch them. during | 
a bad winter. And the stars, they | 
indicate a beginning of a cold 
cycle. But that’s too complicated | 
a sign to explain to white man, 
says Chief Walking Eagle.

Million dollar court house 


opened in 
A gold key was used to official- 
ly open Saskatoon’s new, million 
dollar court house on Wednesday, 
October .8. Before a crowd of sev- 
eral thousand people, Attorney 
General R. A. Walker performed 
the traditional ribbon cutting and 
turned the gold key. Scissors and 
key were presented to him by 
ack Wells of the W. C. Wells Con- 
struction ‘Co. Ltd., general con- 
tractors for the court house. 


The Hon. C. G. Willis, minister 
of Public Works presided at the 
opening ceremonies in which May- 
or S. L. Buckwold and Mr. J. B. 
Wedge, president of Saskatoon 
Bar Association took part. Both 
Anglican and Roman _ Catholic 
Churches were represented; the 
Very Rev. S. A. R. Wood, Dean of 
St. Paul’s Cathedral conducting 
the invocation and the Most Rev. 
F, J. Klein, Bishop of the Roman 
Catholic Diocese of Saskatoon giv- 
ing benediction. A public address 
system relayed the ceremony. 


The building is located on Spa- 
dina Crescent and its facade of 
limestone from the Tyndall quar- 
ries in Manitoba, overlooks Ki- 
wanis Park. ‘Most of the building 
is in Estevan brick from the Sask- 
atchewan Clay Products plant, ~ 


The interior, like the exterior, 
is fully up-to-date. An automatic 
data centre control panel for reg- 
ulating the building’s heat, air 
conditioning and ventilating sys- 
tem, is the first of its kind to be 


installed in Saskatchewan. Two 
new features which were not part. 
of the old court house are a press 


room and cell blocks. Formerly, 
the distance between courts and 
the cells was the distance between 
the police station and the old 
court house—two blocks. 

Each floor of the court house 
has 18,030 square feet. The main 
floor is dévoted primarily to office 
space but it also accommodates a 
board room, jury room, prisoners’ 
room, provincial magistrate’s 
court, court of appeal and space 
for a future court room. Below is 
the ground floor, housing prison- 
ers’ cells with convenient access 
directly from the police garage. 
On the top floor is the Queen’s 
Bench Court and two _ district 
courts, together with judges’ of- 
fices and chambers, witness’ 
rooms, consulting rooms and jury

library, a lawyers’ lounge ‘and a 
typing room for solicitors. 

There is a large parking lot to 
the south of the building. Judges 
and lawyers can use private stair- 
ways from the parking lot into 
offices or the library. The plan of 
the building provides for judges 
walking from offices to court 
rooms without using public corri- 
dors and similarly for prisoners 
being taken from their cells up an 
elevator and directly into Court. 

The decor of the court house is 
quiet but attractive. Marble da- 
does along corridor walls give the 
interior a mild air of opulence. 
Walls in court rooms and judges’ 
offices on the top floor are finished 
with wall-to-wall carpeting. 

There are now 19 court houses 
in Saskatchewan. The old Saska- 
too ncourt house, one of the early 
public buildings in the city, has 


been sold to an expanding. busi- |. 


ness organization. Opened in 1908, 
it cost $74,556, including the site. 
Assiniboia and Estevan were the 
last two urban centres to ° build 
new court houses, in 1929 and 1930 
respectively.

Some 500 copies of each of two 
of ‘Facts About booklets 
were delivered by Hon.: Gurney 
Evans, industry and commerce 
minister, who addressed Chambers 
of Commerce at Winkler and 
Swan River. 


In both instances Mr. Evans 
outlined the proposed industrial 
development fund that will offer 
supplementary financial assistance 
to encourage néw business and in- 
dustry throughout all of Manitoba.
